BIG WAR GAME 1S BEGUN. 


FLEET SAILS AND FORTS ARE | 
FOR ATTACK, 


‘Warships Under Rear Admiral Hig- 
ginson Will Assail Some Point at 
Entrance to Long Island Sound and 
Seek te Make a Landing—Search- 
lights Are Expected to Pick Up the 
“Enemy” in Time to Save Honor of 
the Military. 


Newport, R. I., Aug. 30, 1 a. m.—{Special.] 
~The army of the United States is ready for 
its test, and with every fort manned, with 
guns in readiness, and searchlights sweep- 
ing the sea, the land forces of the republic 
are awaiting attack by the warships under 
Rear Admiral Higginson. — 

The vessels which are counted as the 
“enemy ” in the war game now under way 
sailed from their docks at midnight. They 
will remain within the harbor, however, 
until joined before noon by detachments 


| of the naval militia. Then they will 


start for some destination unknown. Their 
instructions are secret, and none ashore has 
any information regarding the probable point 
for attack or the time when it will come, 


Long Strip of CoastGuarded. 

A long stretch of coast is guarded, and 
every man in each of the forts guarding the 
entrance to Long’ Island sound fs on the 
alert, watching for the “ foe.’’ 

All is agin real war, and both forts ashore 
and veseels in the attacking fleet must prove 
their mettle. The real work is not expected 
until early Monday morning, and by that 
time reinforcements will have joined the 
land forces. 

The naval militia of three states is to take 
part in the engagement, being distributed 
among the ships under Higginson’s com- 
mand, 


Waiting for 

The only thing that remains now is the 
additional armament on both sides, the Mas- 
sachusetts heavy artillery for the shore and 
the Massachusetts, Connecticut, and New 
York naval militid for the fleet.

Gen. MacArthur on Duty. 
The - principal event yesterday in this

He wae re- 
ceived at Fort Adams late in the afternoon, 
and a long consultation was heid this even- 
ing at headquarters. After his inspection of 
the three forts defending Narragansett bay 
Gen. MacArthur will leave for New Bedford, 
probably this afternoon, _ 

A large number of signal stations reaching 
Port: Adams aléng the southern end of 
‘Rhode Island, which is practicaly the city 
of Newport, have: been established by the 
army. These stations are all.in telephonic 
‘communication with headquarters at Fort 


‘Adams. <A wireless telegraph system has 


been established between Fort Adams and. 
the mainiand, and aiso with the forts on 
Canonicut island and Dutch island, Fort 
Wetherill on the former and Fort Greble on 
the latter. 


Much Depends on Searchlight." 

The main reliance of the army of defense 
in this vicinity is the searchlight station at 
Price’s Neck, close to the life saving station. 
It is hoped that this station will be able to 
pick up by means of its powerful light any 
vessels of the enemy. It is also an exposed 
point and may be the scene of an attack, with 
the object 'of cutting the wires. 

The mines at the entrance of"Narragansett 
bay are practically in position and the um- 
pires have charts of them. The umpires and 
observers all left for their different positions 
early yesterday afternoon and now are ready 
for duty. The actual warfare will not begin 
until midnight tomorrow. The forty-eight 
hours are allowed Rear Admiral Higginson 
to ebtain some advantageous position off 
shore. 

It is evident that the ships mean to be.in 
the vicinity of Block island, as Rear Admiral 
Higginson sent word to Newport today to 
have mail and papers forwarded to that 
place. Little will be heard from the fleet 
from now until it makes the attack, and the 
point at which this is to take place is the all 
absorbing topic in army circles. 


Signal Service Well Equipped. 

At the forts on Block island, Fisher’s 
island, in the vicinity of New Londen and’ 
this city, preparations are complete. Tests 
have been made and everything is declared 
in satisfactory condition. Wspecially is this 
true of the signal service. It is stated by 
those familiar with the department that 
there is no better outfit than they have here. 
There is material sufficient for a complete 
duplication, if necessary, in case of trouble. 
Every desirable point of observation along 
the shore is covered and to man the stations 
will requjge no little force, especially if all 
are to be guarded against attack. Outside 
of the Fort Adams reservation stations are 
located &t Castle Hill, Brenton’s Point, 
Price's Neck, and Easton’s Point. 


Fleet Caught in Former Test. 

It is learned that Wednesday night -Col. 
Hasbrouck gave the local forts notice that 
he would try to run their searchlights just 
as a test. Going out to sea he lay in under 
the Narragansett shore and in its shadows 
tried to creep up on Fort Greble. He failed, 
as he hoped that he would, being picked up 
at a point where the guns at the fort could 
have done terrible execution against a real 
enemy.

| Options on Yards Sought by 


John C. Fetzer Supposed 
to Represent the 
Combine. 


CONTRACT IS IRONCLAD. 


Binds Chicago Fuel Merchants 
Not to Engage in the 
Business Inde- 
pendently. 


- The consolidation of the 300 small coal 
yards in Chicago is contemplated by an east- 
ern syndicate. The middlemen, who are 
doing a moderately large business, declare 
that the enterprise was initiated by the coal 
trust for the purpose of driving them out, 
thus making it possible for the big operators 
to deal directly with the consumers. 

If the effort to combine the numerous 
small rail and dock yards is successful it is 
declared that several thousand retail coal 
dealers from the “ basket’ merchants up 
will be forced out of business, 

An effort has been made during the last 
week to obtain options on all the yards that 


Are wanted by the trust. The name of John 


cS. Fetzer, real estate agent of the McCor- 
mick estate, appears as the buyer in all of 
the contracts for purchase, but he is said to 
be acting for an eastern syndicate, which 
the small dealers declare is vice known as 
the coal trust. 


Contract Bars Competition. 

‘The contracts which the owners of small 
yards are being asked to sign bind the 
seller: 

“To refrain from conducting, operating, 
or being engaged or interested in any way. 
directly or indirectly, In any coal or fuel 
business in Cook county for five years from 
next Jan. 1, and for a like period neither to 
use nor permit any other person, firm, or 
corporation than said Fetzer or his assign 


to us® or employ in any way in the coal or } 


fuel business within said territory any of 
the names subscribed to the contract.” 

At the time the dealer sells out to the 
corporation he also agrees to manage his 
yard for an annual salary consideration for 
the same term of five years and during 
that period to devote his. entire time and 
erlergy to its management. 

Only such yards ae are distributing cen- 
ters are sought by’ the promoters of the com- 
bine. 


According td one of the dealers who was 
approached by..a representative of Mr. 
Fétzer’s office accurate déscriptions of every 
dock and rail yard in Chicago was obtained’ 
by agents of the syndicate some weeks ago, 
and charts showing their character and ca- 
pacity were made from these data. Then 
agents were sent to the different dealers 
and liberal offers of purchase were made. 
More than half of the small yard proprietors 
are said to have agreed "to sell out. The 
other half have taken the matter under ad- 

** It is either sell or be forced out,” said an 
owner of one of the larger dock yards last 
evening. ‘‘ The policy of the syndicate is 
one of liberality. They are offering good 
money for our yards and good salaries for 
our services for five years. There is no 
doubt in my mind but that the thing will go 
through. The dealers are selling their op- 
tions, agreeing to deliver on Jan. 1 a good 
title to their property, their anes wat, and 
business equipment. 

“We have been looking for the trust to 
close in on us for along while. The operators 
can just as easily deal with the consumer 
direct as they can through us. To meit is as 
plain as the handwriting on the wall—I see 
Morgan’s hand in the deal, and the coal 
strike has simply precipitated matters.” 


Will Stop Small Dealers’ Supply. 

By buying up all the small dock and rail 
yards it is said the syndicate will effectually 
cut off the supply of the small retailers. It 
is negotiating for the purchase of the smaller 
wholesalé yards, but after this has been ac- 
complished the dealers assert that the new 
company will engage in the retail business 


and by. its ability to undersell its 


will drive them to the wall. | 

The number of small retail coal ‘asineé in 
Chicago is unusually large, and this is.said 
to account for the effort being made to drive 
them out of business. The same thing was 
done in Milwaukee, and now there is not a 
single small retailer in the entire city, all 


- the coal for both household and business uses 


being purchased from the yards direct at 
a less cost than a middleman could afford to 


sell it. 

“T have not heard anything of the con- 
solidation,” said F. G. Hartwell last night,

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TOLEDO BUSINESS MAN SHOT AT 
MONROE, MICH. 


Joseph Labarge, Member of Influential 
French Faniily, Calls at Home of 
Former Neighbor and After a Quar- 
rel Runs Into Street — Policeman 
Fires Several Shots and a Crowd 
Gathers—Frightened Man Hides in 
a Cornfield, Where He Is Killed. 


Toledo, O., 
Labarge of 819 Chetry street, this city, and 
a member of one of the best known French 
families here, was. shot to death by & mob 
at Monroe, Mich., this afternoon. He had 
committed no crime. A policeman.saw him 
running on the street, and to stop him fired 
several shots A crowd joined in the pur- 
suit, an@® Labarge, thoroughly frightened, 
took refuge in a cornfield. The crowd grew 
into a mob, and rumor was circulated that 
the. fugitive had attacked a womah, The 
mob surrounded the cornfield, and when 

rge was discovered a volley was fired 
at him and he was killed. 


Killed Without Cause. 


It was not until after the mob’s frenzy 
cooled that it was discovered that a_re- 
spectable business man of Toledo .had been 
killed without cause. Latér in the day the 
story was unraveled. 

Mr.,. Labarge went to Monroe this morning 
on business, and at noon called at the home 
of Walter Lemerand, a formér acquaintance 
in Toledo. The two men quarreled for some 
unknown cause and Labarge ran out of the 
house. It was at this juncture. that the 
policeman attempted to stop him. Mr. La- 
barge did not stop and the policeman fired 
his revolver several times. 2s 


Crowd Quickly Gathers. 
The shooting attracted a crowd and some 


one cried out that the fugitive had assaulted 
a woman. This cry was taken up by others.

No effort was made to verify the rumor, but | 


several men in the mob began to shoot at 
Labarge, who was by this time thoroughly 
frightened. Finally Labarge turned into & 
cornfield, the crowd scattering as it came to 
the fence, some running along, and endeavor- 
ing to head the pursued man off on the op- 
posite side, and others plunging into the 
field at different angles. Suddenly several 
shots rang out and the man fell dead, one of 
the dullets penetrating the heart. — 


 Gommitted No Crime. 

Mrs. Lemerand denies absolutely any as- 
eault or attempt at assault, and said La- 
barge was merely a friendly cailer; that she 
knew him in Toledo, and when he was there 
he merely dropped in to the house ona 
friehdily call. She declined, however, to say 
what the man and her husband had quar- 
reled about. She simply said: 

“Mr. Labarge was sitting in thé parlor 
with me when my husband came’ home. 
There was nothing wrong.” 

Relatives of the dead man have begin an 
investigation, and if the identity of the man 
who fired the fatal shot can be discoy 
he will be prosecuted.

‘President Harper presented a ‘detailed 
report of the university for the year ending 
on June 30. Gifts to 
had flowed into the university coffers up to 
that time, and $416,000 has been given since. 
Sixty thousand and six hundred dollars 
was given by “a friend’ whose name was 
not announced. This money goes to the en- 
dowment fund. Ninety-five thousand dollars 
from various sources has been given for 
buildings, and $200,000 has been presented 
to the trustees to be used for purposes not 
as yet announced. The name of none of the 
donors is revealed. 
The convocation was the occasion of the 


| duation of the largest summer class in 


the history of the university, and, it is stated, 
of any educational institution, Sixty-eight 
students capie up for bacheler’s degrees, 16 
for the master’s diploma, and 10 were in- 
vested with the-hood and gown of the doctor 
of philosophy. 


Dr..Harper’s quarterly report was heard 
with great interest. Before commencing the 
réport he refer to the death of.Joseph 
Bond, one of the. trustees of the divinity 
school, and all pregent at the convocation 
rose and stood with bowed heads while the 
band played 4 funeral march. !

Cooley Holds the Reins. 


The foundation for the changes in the sys- 
tem of supervision was laid several months 
ago, when the board abolished the fourteen 


. school districts into which the city was di- 


vided and provided for the employment of 
six assistant superintendents, to assigned 
by Mr. Cooley. 

Under the new plan 
. dietricta, although there will be a sort of 
territorial allotment to each superintendent, 
and he will be held responsible in a general 
way for the echoole go assigned to him. 

The superintendent, however, reserves the 
right to direct amy district superintendent 
to inspect amy school in any part of the city, 
or to make an investigation of any unsatis- 
factory work in any school, or he may have 
the school inspected in turn by all of the 
district men, thus getting six lines on the 
cause of the unsatisfactory work and six 
suggestions as to its remedy. 

New Duties Mapped Out. 


Supt. Cooley expects good results from the 
supervision at large. This n, how- 
ever, will be only one feature of the district 
su & work. The staff of six 
superintendents has been divided into com- 
mittees of two each, and each committee will 
have G@ireoction of certain lines of work 
throughout all the schools. One committee 
will have charge of the program of in- 
stitutes, so that there will be no further con- 
flicts, and institutes will be held by sub- 
jects to be discuseed, rather than by schools 
und districts; and the work will be uniform 
and general. 

Bach department head in the normal 
school will be required to devote a portion 
of hie time to the inspection and on 


elementary schools. When he finds a group 
of schools in which a similar weakness in 
work prevails he will have the right to call 
for an institute, and the superintendent’s 
committee will‘arrange for such a meeting, 
‘Ct which the normal teacher will meet ali 
the teachers of the group of schools for 
ceneral instruction. 

Other committees of district superin- 
tendents will have charge of other general 
work, such as text books, teaching devices, 
and kindred work. . 


Principals as Advisers. 

The work of the Principals’ club, which is 
the official organization of the schoole and 
was intended as a meana in which the prin- 
cipals, district superintendents, and the su- 
perintendent might.meet, exchange views, 
and initiate reforms, will be broadened along 
the lines of supervision. 

Heretofore the club met once a month, and 
after a few set addreswes a general discus- 
Sion followed. The club, of over 250 mem- 

* bers, has become too unwieldy for successful 
discussion of matters, and the change con- 
templates the simplifying of the work in 
committees, There are twelve such commit- 
tees, including from twenty to twenty-five 
members each. To each committee is assigned 
one of the following Mnes of work: Mathe- 
matics, English, natural science, geography, 
relation of high to elementary schools, man- 
val training, music, German, kindergartens, 
administrative work, supple work, 
original suggestions. 

On the Monday evening preceding the 
monthly meeting of the club the committee 
heade will meet with Mr. Cooley, and the 
Matters taken up by each committee will 
be discussed. Then when the club meets the 
general Giscussion will be simplified because 
of the previous discussions, and any action 
needed can be taken with dispatch. 

While the total enroliment of last year 


was about 270,000 pupils, the schoo! officials 


do not expect more than 240,000 to present 
themselves at the opening of this school 
year. ‘The heaviest enrollment is made dur- 
ing the winter months. The schools open 


with a reduction of about 150 in the teach- 
Ing corps from a year ago, because of the 
enlargement of classes and the elimination | 


of many of the branch schools. 

Seven new schools and additions, con- 
taining .117 rooms and capable of accom- 
modating 5,850 pupils, will be opened on 
Tuesday, which will just about provide ac- 
. commodations for the expected increase in 
the school enroliment before the year is

TOSTORM THE SEA WALL. 


Sham Battle Off Lincoln Park Given Up 
in Favor of a Plan That ‘Will Require 
No Firing of Guns.

In place of the proposed sham battle off 
Lincoln park tomorrow afternoon the of- 
ficials of the naval militia have decided to 
make a rush landing on the sea wall at the 
park.

The men on the Dorothea wil! be 
under the command of Capt. 8. E. Darby. 

The Dorothea will leave its anchorage at 
the foot of Randolph street at 1 o'clock on 
Sunday afternoon and at 2 o’clock will: be 
prepared to drop the first boat on the lake 
north of the pavilion. In addition to the 
landing there will be a boat drill. Every 
move will be made in accordance with the 
regulations of the navy. 

Sunday is the only day that the members 
of the naval militia have to take part in drills 
and demonstrations. At first it was thought 
that the Lincoln park board would allow a 
sham battle, but this was overruled, as the 
firing would be in defiance of the ordinances 
of Lincoln park. :

fearlessly and simply among the crowd of 
workingmen, acknowledging greetings and 
winning their hearts by his lively repartee 
and easygoing ways. Indeed, so excellent 


the masses at Santander that, the news hav- 
ing spread, the spcialist leaders in the other 
towne and cities that he was to visit called 
upon the local authorities to inform them 
that they would do nothing to mar the loyal 
demonstrations, in which, indeed, they sub- 
sequently took part. In one word, the young 
king has vastly strengthened his position, 
and by his personal popularity and charm.

With respect to the story of hie scoffing 
at the relics in the cathedral of Oviedo, it 
seems to have originated with the conversa- 
tion which he had with the bishop of that 
gee, when the prelate wae showing him the 
treasures of the basilica.

It ts on the strength of this conversation 
between the bishop and the king that the 
etvories about the latter having ridiculed the 
sacred relics of the cathedral of Oviedo 
have been based. There is no word of truth 
in them, and the impression whieh the young 
monarch has made upon the clergy during 
his most successful tour is as excellent as 
that which he has made upon the provincial 
aristocracy, the middie classes, and the

According to the terms of the late Lord 
Beaconsfield’s will all his vast collection of 
, diaries, and letters are to pass at the 
death of Lord Rowton to the great states- 
man’s nephew and heir, Coningsby Disraeli, 
M. P., the present owner of Hughenden 
Manor, the home of Lord Beaconsfield. 
Young Disraeli is most anxious that the 
book should appear, and has done his utmost 
to bring about its publication, but without 


‘avail. It may safely be assumed, however, 


that in the event of Lord Rowton’s death 
the long expected Beaconsfield ‘‘ Memoirs” 
will be given to the public as soon as they 
can be edited, and that there will be no at- 
tempt to bowdlerize them. bs 

Coningsby Disraeli is, thanks to his wife, 
exceedingly rich and thoroughly indepen- 
dent. He deeply resents his treatment by 
the conservative leaders in not conceding 
to him any office. Indeed, it is well known 
that he is bitter against the reigning house 
for refusing to invest him with his uncle’s 
honors, that is to say, with the earldom of 
Beaconsfield, and with the tories for declin- 
to recognize his celebrated uncle’s 
services with the gift of some appointment 
either at héme or abroad. He its, in fact, a 
thoroughly soured man, and if his uncle’s 
papers fall into his hands we may look for 
their publicati in their entirety and with- 
out any regard for the consequences.

HISTORICAL HOUSE FURNISHING. 
Period Decoration,” by Chandler R.

The present widespread interest in interior 
decoration assures a certain welcome-to any 
book that tréats of historic ornament as 
applied to houpehold art.

In a populer manner tre deals with the dec- 
orative periods, from the early Egyptian to 
the later colonial. A‘ few pages are de-

HOW TO MAKE AN INDEX.

ifr. J. B. Wheatiey'’s experience has well 
qualified him to write authoritatively on his 
present subject, and his book is as interest- 
ing to a layman as it Is valuable to the.
